A few letters may be called by the Teacher, either in their 
order of otherwise, and the responses will excite general interest. Occasionally 
the whole may be repeated. Train the class to repeat exactly in concert, and to

question and answer, like Psalm exv, on page 50. The several series of Bible 
verses, on page 46, are intended for separate use, whenever it may seem desira- 
ble; they may be grouped together, or used with other exercises. Great care 
has been taken that every piece of Music should be strictly within the range of 
the voices of little children. Try to get the best expression of both words and 
Music, at all times. 

The selections for special occasions, as Concerts, Christmas, and Anniver- 
saries, will be found useful. Encourage the children to learn them by occasion- 
ally having them recite such pieces before the class. But let it be distinctly 
understood that nothing in this book is intended to be used to the exclusion of 
the regular lesson of the day, which is always to have precedence and the best 
place. . 

Grateful acknowledgment is made to Prof. H. R. Palmer, and many other 
friends, who have rendered valuable assistance in the preparation of this little 
work.

A FEW HINTS. 


Good order may easily be made the rule 
or habit of the class, if the teacher will 
carefully use right methods and seta proper 
example.
